Mr. Warren. Pam the national lender, 

Mir. Dieksrems, Who was the national leader before vou! 

Mr. Warren. Fritz Gissibl. 

Mr. Dickstrems. Efow Jong had he been a national leader of the 
Friends of New Germany ! 

Mr. Warren. T believe it was since September of last year, 

Mr. Dicksrem, And up to what date? 

Mr. Warren, Up to March 17. DE believe. 

Mr. Diexsrers, And then you followed him as national leader é 

Mr. Wauren. Twas appointed by him. 

Mr. Diexsrems., By Gissibl 

Ath. Warten. By Cissibh as his successor, 

Mr. Dicksrers, Are voua citizen of the United States / 

Mr. Waviter. Yes, sit. 

Mr. Dicksremx. How long bave vou been a citizen! 

Mr. WALTER. Since May DAT. 

Mr, Diexsrecs. And is Gissibl a citizen of the United States 4 

Mr. Waurer. No: I don't think so. 

Mr. Diexsretx. He is an alien. is he not?

ment in Germany. as fa as Tider's philsophy was eoncerned. and 
so forth, Of cottrse, through the newspaper articles, my attention 
was ened to it and my eur josity vrotsed, 

So. on the Saturday following the article in the Times, To went 
over to their meeting place,

Mr. Diensriis. And who was there when vou got there / 

Me Wacren. Pt was ona Saturday afternoon. ‘There were rbot 
five or sis—probably three or four when TP got there, bat two or 
three others came afterward, 

Mr. Dieses, Can you oive us their mimes 

Mr. Warren, Well, one was Slotzenbure, 

Mr. Dienstrem. Who else / 

Mir. Warren. TP think Mr. Sehwartz, 

Mir. Diekstecs, Pave vou got their addresses / 

Me. Warren. No: P don't know them. 

Mr. Diekstrims. Do vou know where they live / 

Mr. Warren. No: L coutdn't tell you, 

Mr. Diexsrers, Did vou ever visit their homes? 

Mr. Warren. No. 

Mr. Dicksrem. Did they ever visit you at your home? 

Mr. Warren, No. 

Mr. Dienstern, a you ever see them at any other meetings? 

Mir. Warren. Yes, [ did: afterward, 

Mr. Dieksrem. You say you do not know where they live / 

Mr. Warrter. No: I do not. 

Mr. Dickstein, Until this day. you could not) give us their 
addresses: vou could not tell us where they live? 

Mr. Warren. Not T could not. offhand. 1 could find it out for 
you,

Mr. Waurer, FE will. 

Mr. Dicksrers. Did vou meet with them again? 

Mr. Warren. At that titie there was still what they called the 
N.S.D.A.P.. which means the National Socialist Workers Party of 
Germany.

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Mr. Wavren, Nor Gissill appointed himself beentse the position, 
or whatever you ent) it, was vacant. Gissibl came from the West, 
from Chicago. P believe, and he annonneed himself as the leader, 

Mr. Diexsrers, Was not Gissibl Spanknoebels assistant during 
Hi the Cine Spanknoebel was here / 

Mr. Warren, DP oeauld not tell vou. because PE oknew very little 
about the organization then, 

Ma. Diekseeis, Who appointed Spanknoebels do vou know that! 

Mr. Warren, That T do not know, 

Mr, Dieksrens, Spanknoebel was the Nazi representative in the 
United States: hat is €rtie. is it not! 

Mr. Warren Well. Po would not say the Nazi representatives I 
know he was aimember of the party, 

Mr. Diensrers, Tle was the Nazi lender. and so held himself out 
to all of the Nazi grotips in the United States: it that correct ¢ 

Mr. Warren, That is correct, 

Mr. Dicssrem, And you and other people recognized him as the 
kpokesman for Germany > is that correct / 

Mr. Warren, Well. for dhe party. 

Mr. Diexstem. For the party ¢ 

Mr. Warren. Yes, 

Mr. Dickstein, And the party is part of the German group im 
Hamburg. is i not ¢ 

Mr. Warrer. Well—— 

Mr, Dicksrem, [Cis part of it ¢ 

Mr. Warren. That is right. 

Mr. Dicksrem, Certainty. that is right. 

Mr. Warrrer. Yes, 

Mr, Dicxsrerms. And when Spanknoebel came here. then he ap- 
pointed Gissibl ¢ 

Mr. Warren. Not he did not appoint Gissibl. 

Mr. Dickstein, Gissibl appointed himself ¢ 

Mr. Wacren. That is right. 

Mr. Dickstens. And then you were appointed throtwh Gissibls is 
that correct ¢ 

Mr. Warter, That is right. 

The Cuamman, Let me interrupt to say that DT have received word 
that there is a gentleman outside who says he is Mr. Walter's 
attorney, 

Mr. Dickstein. 1 think we might as well settle that matter now 
and have the committee make a decision as to whether he be allowed 
here, TI suggest we suspend with Mr, Walter's testimony at this

Mr. Harpwiek, Tf you want your cottnsel here, we will allow vou 
to have hin here, 

Mr. Diexsrers, What is the cotinsel’s name? 

Mr. Warren, Alphonse G, Koelble, 

The Cramaax, Did you employ him, Mr, Walter? 

Mr. Warren, T do not know who employed him. He offered: dis 
services free, Timet him vesterday, 

Mr. Diexstems., Do you know lin! 

Mr. Warten. T know hime yes, 

The Ciamaan., Did vou hire him? 

Mr. Warren. TP did not hire him, 

The Citaraasx. Do you know how itis he came to you?! 

Mr. Warren, Tread a letter here this morning that he wrote, T 
met him vesterday, You have the letter there, T believe, 

Mr. Dieksrem, Is he offering his services @ratis? 

Mr. Warren. Yes. He offered himself eratis. 

Mr. Diexsrers, Does he represent any of the Nazi groups in this 
COUNERY ! 

Mr. Warren, No: never did, 

Mr Direxsters, Did vou ask him to come here? 

Mr. Wauren, [did notoask him to come, 

Mr. Diexstems, Did you show him the subpoena that vor got! 

Mr. Warren. Yess vesterday at hunch or suppers or whatever it 
Wis, 

The Cratos, Thave a letter here from Alphonse Gi Koelbel, 
delivered to me just a few minutes ago, but Thave not had a chance 
to rend it, 

Of course. if he is not your attormey. Mr Walter 

Mr. Waurer. Nos but he offered to represent us, give us advice. 

The Ciamaran, Do vou want him to represent vouté 

Mr. Waurer. T do not know whether T would make a mistake in 
expressing myself so. But T know what [have to tell. it is nothing 
but the truth. so Tam not afraid of it. But he ean he here. 

Mr. Hakpowien. Do vou feel that vou want counsel present to 
advise vou as to vour rights. and whether or not. to answer questions / 

Mr. Warren. Taam not so fatiliar with legal questions: 1 would 
wish to have hime here, of course, 

Mr. Harpwickx. Mr, Chairman, of course the witness is entitled to 
that. if he wants counsel, 

The Coamnman. But the evidence thtts far indicates that he is not 
his counsel. 

Mr. Flarpwick. That is true: it is a shadowy case. 

Mr. Diexsreex. Of course, this man is not here as a defendant. in 
udawsuit. He is here as a witness, 

Mr, Harpwiex. Of course, but still he is entitled to counsel to 
uilvise him on constitutional questions, if he wishes to have counsel 
rere, 

— The Cramsanx. To advise him, ves: but it is apparently clear 
froin his statement that this man is not his attorney. 

Mr. Harpwick. The witness is not making any. application .for 
cotinsel, I would suggest that we tell counsel tliat thus far we have 
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had no request from the witness for counsel. Tangy event, counsel, 
as such, could take no part in the proceedings, He could advise his 
client, that is all, | 

The Coamman, To will have the gentleman instrueted that. the 
cominittee has examined the witness and the withess has stated 
that: this lawyer is not his attorney, The evidence is that he aratt- 
itously offered his services yesterday, TP will say that if any witness 
Who appents states he is his attorney. the committee will then 
consider the question further, 

Will vou proceed with your examination, Mr, Dickstein / 

Mr. Diekstrems. Have vou disetissed your testiniony with the lead- 
ers of the Friends of New Gernuty / 

Mr. Warren. Pardon me for justia word or two, Teould not qttite 
understand the question, Will von repeat it? 

Mr. Dieksrers. Have vou discussed the testiniony vou are about 
to give before this committee with any of the leaders of the Friends 
of New Germany / 

Mr. Warren. No. T have not, 

Mr. Dickstems, Have they seen vour subpenn/ 

Mr. Waren. Yes, 

Mar. Dickstems, When did vou show that to them / 

Mr. Warren. Phat was vesterday affernoon, 

Wr. Diexstens, Whom did von speak to? 

Mr. Wacrer, Well we were sitting in’ Kreutzer Hall ins oa 
restaurant 

Mr. Dieksrems. Ts that the headqtarters of the Nazis here? 

Mr. Warren. No, 

Mr. Diexstems, Whom did you talk to/ 

Mr, Warren. Tt was banded out to two or three persons at this 
sme place, 

Mr. Dieksrem. What are their names / 

Mr. Warren, PE beheve there was Gissibl and then also Walter 
Kappe and Mr. MeLaughtin, 

Mr. Dieksrems. MeLaughtin is the gentleman who is editor of the 
Deutsche Zeitung / 

Mr, Warren. For the German Outlook. the English edition. 

Mr, Drexsters, MeLaughlin is the one who writes and published 
certain attacks upon certain people in the city of New Yorks is 
that right? 

Mr. Wartrrer. Well—— 

Mr. Dicksrers. That is trtte. is it not? 

Mr. Warren. That is his business. 

Mr. Dieksrem. You disetissed this matter with him and the other 
two gentlemen whom you have named ? 

Mr. Warrer, We just 

Mr. Dicksrern, Tn a casual way ? 

Mr, Warren. That is correct. The conversation was, * You have 
your pitk slip?" © Did yeu get one? * © Did somebody else get 
one?” We said, * Yes": that was all. 

Mr. Dickstem. Who are the Bie Three? Who are known as the 
“Big Three” in the Friends of New Germany ? 

Mr. Warrer. Well, Gissibl—— 
~ Mr. Dicxstern; What is his address? 
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My. Warren, He lives in Astoria, T contd not tell you the exnet 
address, 

Mr. Dieksrem, Long stand / 

Mr. Warren. Astorin, Long Island, 

Me. Dicksremn, Who olse 

Mr. Warren, Walter Kaippe.- 

Mr. Dickstems, And who is the third one ¢ 

Mr. Warren, Joseph Schuster, 

Mr. Diegsrem, Where does he live? 

Mr. Warren, In Brooklyn FP cot not tell vou the exact address, 

Mr. Dicksrenn, Is Schuster a citizen of the United States ? 

Mr. Warren. PE believe he has his first papers, 

Mr. Dieksters, Bat Schuster and Gissibl are both aliens: is that 
rieht? 

Mr, Warren. Yes, 

Mr. Diexsrems. And Mr. Kappe is also in alien / 

Mr. Warann, Alsoy ves, 

Mr. Dicxsrem, So that the three leaders of this movement are 
aliens. so faras you know? 

Mr. Warren, Well. TP must correct (his statement. if To miay. 

Mr. Dicxstretm, Surely, 

Mr. Wacrer. Gissihl is not a leaders neither is Kappe. 

Mr. Dicksrems, They are called the * Big Three.” All the news: 
mpers call them the Big Three. The German papers call them the 
ite Threevis not that sof Tam not trying to catch vous Tam just 
trving to get the facts, Is that correct? 

The Cram an. Is that right. that the German papers call them 
the Big Three 4 

Mr. Warren. T have not read any such statement, 

The Cimon, Who is Mr. Kappe: may T inquire / 

Mr. Wartrn, Mr. Kappe. T believe, is the editor of the German 
section of the Deutsche Zeitung. 

Mr. Dicksrers, These three men whom you have named, in an- 
swer to my question, are at the present time running the show, as we 
would say in ordinary everyday language; is that correct / 

Mr. Wavrer. Well, Dam the leader, 

Mr. Dickstern, I appreciate that. 

Mr. Warren, And the last decision rests with me. 

Mr. Dickstirn, Bit before it comes to you, they are the machinery 
that. runs this movement? 

Mr. Warrier, Well, T have no proof of it. 

Mr, Dicxsrers, Lam merely asking you the question, if you know, 
Tf you do not know, you may say so. You are under oath, 

Mr, Warrer, No: T do not know, 

The Cramman. Do they advise you? 

Mr. Warren, Occasionally Mv. Gissibl gives me advice. 

The Cuamman, What are the duties of a national leader? 

Mr. Waurer. To tell you the truth, T do not know much about it; 
and again, in about a week, I will not be the national leader any more. 

The Cuairmanx. Who is going to relieve vou? 

Mr, Warren. I do not know. That will be up to the convention 
which will take place on May 27 to 80, in New York, 

The Cuamman, Of what are you the national leader, Mr, Walter? 

Mr, Watrrer. Of the Friends of New Germany, oO 
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The Crramaan, That is one organization ¢ 

Mr, Warren. Yes, 

The Cintmaan, What other organizations are there? 

Mr, Wavrer. There is no other that PE know of, 

The Ciamaas, Does that inelude every activity? 

Mr. Warren, Every netivity: ves. 

The Cnamman, What is the membership of the friends of New 
Germany ¢ 

Mr, Warren. [think it is close to 4,000, 

The Crammanx, What is evidence of membership? What do you 
mean when you say one isa members What does one have to do to 
become a member 

Mr. Warren. They apply for membership. They pay an adinis- 
sion fee of $1 and then monthly dues of 75 cents, EE they are un- 
emploved, 25 cents, or even nothing. Then the organization car. 
ries the expenses, 

The Ciamaasx., What are the qualifieations for becoming a men- 
er 

Mr. Wataen, Anyone who applies may become a member, only he 
has to bring some doeument, Hike a passport or eiGizenship papers, 
or some other papers showing proof that he is the person who is 
applying for membership, 

The Cirstraan, Es it necessary that he be of German blood 4 

Mr. Warren. Well, not necessary, 

The Cimaax. What is the purpose of this organization 

Mr. Warren, Well. there is nothing to do but to bring the Ger- 
man clement together, because they have in the last vears not made 
avery good showing according to ntimbers. ‘They represent, as 1 
tinderstand. alinost 25 percent of the American population, and yet 
they have no representation and no voice anywhere, 

The CiAmman, When did this organization start. if vou know ? 

Mr. Wanrer. Youu asked me before to give in my way the history 
of the organization, and then L owas asked some other questions and 
TL broke off. At that time, when T joined, it was still the N.S.D.ALP., 
of which an American citizen could not become a member, | 

Then in summer last: year, [think if was—how should DL say—it 
Was repudiated. or something: anyway, they formed the Friends of 
New Germany. L think it was in May of last vear, Since then 
it has been the Friends of New Germany. So the old) party. the 
N.S.D.ALP., was dissolved. | 

But in September of last year, only recently TP found it out, the 
German Govermnent has given instructions to the leaders that they 
are no longer to be active in the Friends of New Germany. and no 
party member is to be a member of the Friends of New Germany. 
It is not. permitted of anyone who is a party member to speak for the 
Government or be politically active for the German Governtnent, 
Otherwise he would be recalled to Germany, and in case he should 
return to Germany he would be punished. 

The Cuainman, Is that the reason vou are getting out as party 
leader ? 

Mr. Warter. I have nothing to do with the party. 

The Cuamman. I-mean a national leader? 

Mr. Waurer. No. I believe I will not be elected. 
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The CiimMasx, You were appointed by Ciissibl ¢ 

Mr. Warren. Yes. By Gissibl until the national convention will 
elect me or someone else, But TP do not believe thiitt PE will be elected, 

Mer. Dicksrers, The election of the leader is by members of the 
Friends of New Germany from all sections of the country 4 

Mr. Warrer, Yes, 

Mr, Dicksrerm, ‘They will have a convention in Chicago: is that se? 

Mr. Warren, Nos the convention will be here in New York, 

Mr, Diexstemn, Tn New York 4 

Mr. Warren. Yes, | 

Mr. Dieksrems, And there will be representiutives here from 22 
or 25 States of the United States: is Chat correct / 

Ma. Warren. [Cis about. PE think. 28 groups. 

Mr. Diegsrers, Who are organized in the United States ¢ 

Mr. Wanrer, ‘Phat is right. 

Mr. Diexsrers. And most of then are ations. are they not / 

Mr. Warren, Well, as soon as TP became leader T sent out) iustrtite- 
tions——and TPowant to explain to vou. whatever the national lender 
saves. that is the law. ‘They have to obey jt-—that they should imnme- 
diately step down from their position if they are not American 
citizens, 

Mr. Dickstrem, But until that time they were all aliens. were 
they not? 

Mr. Warren, Not alls TP would not sav all. 

Mr. Diexsrers, The majority of them were aliens? 

Mr. Warren, Some of them were aliens, some of them had their 
first papers. others were citizens. But TP gave the instruetions, and 
if vou took the files vou will probably find a copy of them. 

Mr. Dicksrens, Have you a board of directors of your group ? 

Mr. Warren, No. ‘This is run aeeording to the leadership) prin- 
eiple. Only the national leader is elected in a parliamentary pro- 
cedttre, He appoints his own leaders for the various groups. 

Mr. Dicksters, And the money that is collected, where does it 
vo to? 

Mr. Warrer. The groups are responsible for their own finances, 

Mr. Dicksrers, Do vou not have any knowledge as to where that 
money that. is collected goes. what vou do with the money after it 
is collected 4 

Mr, Warrier. Every applicant pays a dollar application fee, of 
which 50 cents goes to the Bund or national headquarters, 

Mr. Dicksrems. And who are they? Is that Germany? 

Mr. Warrer. No: here, Let me explain that. You have the 
national headquarters and then you have so many groups through- 
out the United States in the various districts. “The groups work 
independently and each group has a leader. and a treasurer, and 
so forth. As soon as they sike in a» member, they send the appli- 
cation here and the send the card to headquarters and the card is 
issued at headquarters for each new member. and they have to 
pay the headquarters for each new member, one-half of the appli- 
eation fee, which would be 50 cents. and 256 cents each month for 
each member’s dues, 

With that money. so collected, national headquarters covers their 
expenses, If there is a large membership fee collection, they can 
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have more expenses, a larger office. if a larger offlee force is re- 
quired, Bat the rest of the money remains with the individual 
groups. and whatever they do with it, Ghat is none of ot concern, 

Mr. Diekstem. Referring to applications for membership, appli- 
cations to join the Frionds of New Germany, you do not accept any: 
ane bit Aryans? That is specifiently provided in the appheation, 
ix it not! 

My, Warten, PE prestime the question is in there, 

Ma, Dieksrem, You also ask for dues of Ea month? 

Mr. Warren, ‘That most have been an old application blank, 

Mr. Diekstrrix, You have eut down (he dttes / 

Mr. Warren Yess itis 75 cents now, 

Mr. Dieksrems. Then vou got 82 fora fighting fund / 

Wr Warren, No, | 

Mr. Diesstims, Plow mueh did vou collect: for a fighting fan / 

Me. Warren. ‘That is volttitary. “Phey oumiy pay. if they wish to 
eve. HY mnount, 

Mr. Dicksrers. Fora fieliting fund é 

Mr. Warren, Yes, Tt is not ealled a fighting funds it is whiet 
vou call in German a’ Werbefund “Sa find to cover expenses to 
vet new menmiberstiips. 

Mr. Dieksrenes, Ts not that entled the “kanye find 2° 

Mr. Warren. No, 

Mr. Diexsters, In the applieation that Po saw. whieh is the gen- 
eral appliention used as recently as a month or two ago. you re- 
qtired Stoduess SO cents for doeal Guxes. and the balanee of che 
dollar. or one-half, fora fiehting fund. 

Mr. Warren. That must be a mistake somewhere, 

Mr. Dieksrems, Will vou explain the stamps on these documents / 

Mr. Waurer, Yes. ‘Fhey represent the fees that they pay. For 
instanee. you have a Sto applieation fee, “There is a certain stamp 
for it with a certain color, ‘Then you have the monthly fees, 
Originally—vyou were correct—they had a st monthiv fee. but that 
has since been reduced, ‘There might be some members that still 
pay owl, because they are perhaps financially better off, 

Mr. Dicksret. ‘Phen in addition to that. you had $2 fora fighting 
fund ¢ 

Mr. Warren. No. 

Mr. Dieksrem, Well, what did vou have. if anything / 

Mr. Warrer. That was voluntary, Tf they wanted to support us 
in the expenses of the Werbefund, in trying to find new members— 
you have to print literature, and so forth, and postage, and write 
etters, and so on, 

Mr. Dicxstem. When you talk about getting new members you 
are referring to propaganda, are you not¢ That is. you spread 
wopaganda for the purpose of bringing in new members tip to some 

ind of standard number? 

Let me ask you, what is the significance of the red. green, and 
hlie stamps ? 

Mr. Warrer, Perhaps the red is the $1 stamp, Ido not know. 

Mr. Dicxstrems, And the blue / 

Mr. Waurer, Or the green is the $1 stamp. One is the 75 cent 
stamp. or the 25 cent or the 50 cent stamp.

The Cuainman, Assuming for the purpose of argument, however, 
that later the public hearings disclose the fact—I am not saying it 
will, but assuming it does—whatever the facts are they will be dis- 
closed, one way or the other—but assuming the facts later disclose 
that the National Socialist Party in Germany, which, of cotirse, is 
the government—I think that is fair to say that for all practical 
purposes——undertook to organize themselves in the United States; 
what would be your reaction then as to their right to do that, with- 
out regard to whether there was going to be any danger to our 
Government? We do not have to go into that fact. But if they 
undertook to come over here in the United States and directly to 
capitalize the conditions and to agitate over here and to-form organ- 
izations along the lines of the organizations existing in Germany, 
what. would be your viewpoint then? 
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Mr. MeLavarrix, Tf those organizations are for political reasons, 
then Tam against it. If they are for social reasons, if they are for 
sochtl rensons concerning: those citizens of another country, in our 
country, for their own petting together, or to stimulate friendship 
for the other country, F think it is perfectly all eight. 

The Cramman, Certainly, this movement is not one of friend. 
ship, is it, no matter what it is! | 

Mr. McLavatnainx, Oh. right now friendship is completely re- 
moved in New York City, . 

The Creams, Tam certain the German Government would not 
be justified in sending its agents over here secretly, ora party whieh 
controls another government. would not be justified in sending: its 
agents over here secretly for even socinl purposes, would it? 

Mr. McLavanian, Hardly. 

The Cuamman, T think T get your viewpoint, and Tam glad to 
hear it. T am not stating what the evidence will disclose; L do not 
know. Tam just giving an assumed case,

Mr. Harpwici. T believe you said the rates you charged to these 
rerman steamship lines and maybe to the German ‘Tourist Bureau 
were about 53 cents an ineh?

Mr. Dicksrem. Are you connected with the Friends of New 
Germany ¢ 

Mr, Oraene, Tam: yes, sit, 

Mr. Dicxsrery. Whit office do you hold, if any? 

Mr. Oraens, None at all, 

Mr, Dicksrem, Have you your card, membership card, here? 

Mr, Orcenn, I do.

Germany ¢ 

Mr. Oraenn. As far as T can see. to be friends of the New Germany. 

Mr. Dicxstrers, When you say Friends of the New Germany, you 
mean the National Socialist Party ? 

Mr. Orarntn. T would not say that. 

Mr. Dicksretn, Who is it? 

Mr, Orarnn. So far as T know, the Socialist Party, National So- 
Cialist Party. is not the New Germany, 

Mr. Dicksremn, Where have you a New Germany, in the United 
States?

Mr. Orannn, Yess To mean it is marked * Henle of New Cer. 
many.” [did not select it. 

Mr. Diexsrem, Your activities are nothing but American teach 
ings and American principles? 

Mt. Orgers, So far as T can see. . 

Mr. Diexsrem. In your organization do you “ Heil Hitler” at 
your meetings ? 

Mr. Oraurn, At the end of the meeting they hail Roosevelt, They 
hail Hitlers that is right. 

Mr. Dickstmin, How long ago did that start in, the hailing 
Roosevelt ? 

Mr. Oraenn, T do not know, because T came back from Germany 
last fall, and whenever YT attended a meeting, so far as I ever recol- 
lect, they always hailed Roosevelt. 

Mr. Dicxsrein, When was the first time they conimenced to hail 
Roosevelt 4 

Mr. Orornn, I do not know, 

Mr. Dicksrein, Did they hail Roosevelt with the same—— 

Mr. Onarnn, Same gesture, “Teil Roosevelt", “ Heil Hitler”, 
arm up here, 

Mr. Dicksrei, Tt you are an American organization, why do 

you “ Heil Hitler”? 
_ Mr, Orarnn. I like Hitler, just the same as Mussolini. I think 
Hitler has done a great deal for Roosevelt. I admire Mussolini, 
Hitler, and Roosevelt. I think they are the three greatest. men 
in the world, . 

Mr. Dicxsrein, We will not go into how great they are. I simply 
asked you why you “Heil Hitler.” Is it provided in your con- 
stitution? 

Mr. Orarnn. No, 

Mr. Dickstein, Have you a copy of the by-laws of your or- 
ganization? 

Mr. Orarnn, No. 

Mr. Dicksrein. Do you vote? 

Mr. Ororun. No. 

Mr. Dickstein, You have no vote there? 

Mr. Oroent, Not so far as I am a member, as long as I am a 
member I never voted, 

Mr. Dicksrvin, That is an American organization, you say. You 
do not carry on any propaganda in this country ?

The Cuamman, The firm’s name is what! 

Mr. Len. Ivy Lee & TP. J. Ross. 

The Cram an, Is thatoa partnership? 

Mr. Les, Well, Town the business, It is conducted under the 
nume of a partnership. The allocation of profits in the partnership 
ix wholly at my will. 

The Cuammax, And the partnership name is what ¢ 

Mr. Len. Ivy Lee & T. J. Ross, 

The Ciaran, And vour place of business is where? 

Mr, Ler. 15 Broad Street. 

The CHamaan, Conting down to the point of the inquiry, have 
you had any contracts wath the German Government ov any agency 
in Germany in connection with the dissemination of any kind of 
information in the United States? 

Mr, Lee, f have no contract with the German Government. 

The Ciamman, With anybody in Germany? 

Mr, Ler, Yes, sir. | 
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The Cuamaan, Whom? 

Mr. Len The 1G. Farben Industrie, ‘That is the so-called “ Ger. 
man dve trast” TP have hada relationship with the EG. as it is 
commonly called, for the last 5 vers, 

The Ciamaax, You say it is commonly called, What do you 
mean by that? 

Mr. Len. Well, it is commonly referred to as the LG. Co. 

Mr. Harpwienk, Tt is a sort of a trade nickname ¢ 

Mr. Lee. That is correct, a trade nickname, 

The Coama an, What is that firm in Germany ¢ 

Mr, Lee. The corporate name is the TG. eirbet Industrie, Tt. is 
the most important corporation in Germany, 

The Ciaran, What is the business over there? 

Mr. Lee. Tt is called “the German Dye Trust.” Ttis a very large 
chemical concern, 

May T complete my answer to your question, Mr. Chairman? 

The Cram«an, You are not here under cross-examination, You 
may proceed in your own way, of course, 

Mr, Lee. You asked me several questions in one, and T thought 1 
would undertake to answer them al 

The Ciamman, Please proceed, 

Mr. Les. T have an arrangement with them, As Tsay, DP have been 
reluted with them for the Inst 5 years. My relationship was mate- 
rinlly broadened last year, because Che directors of the company told 
me they were very much concerned over the German relationships 
with the United States and antagonism toward Germany ine the 
United States, They wanted advice as to how those relations could 
be improved. So they made an arrangement with me to give them 
such advice, | 

I stipulated in the begining that there sheuld be no dissemination 
whatever by me of information in the United States, 

Mr. Hanrpwiek, What is commonly known as © propaganda.”

Yes, sir, [have had relationships, es 1 tell you, for the 
last 6 years with them, It grew out of my relationship with the 
American LG. Corporation here, whieh is not exactly a subsidiary 
but closely affiliated with the German company. 

The American LG. is a holding company with directors such 
people as Edsel Ford, Walter Teagle, one of the officers of the City 
Bank, and, as Tsay, they are a holding company that holds several 
subsidiaries here,

Mr. Lee. The only one Tecan recall offliand is the Agfa Photo Co. 

The Ciamaan. Where is the American LG. Corporation located / 
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Mr. Len. Tt is Forty-fourth Street and Fifth Avenue, ‘The exact 
number is in the telephone book, 

The Cramatas, Prior toa vear ago your transactions were with 
them directly 

Mr. Lie. Yes, 

The Cintioaian. But indirectly they were-——- 

Mr. Lee. Indirectly with the other company. Tn view of that. 
direct. relationship. Towas frequently in Germany. consulting with 
the LG. offleers concerning their world relationships, largely of a 
finaneial and economic nature, 

The Cramanax, You say last vear that the fleld was brondened, 
Will vou explain just how it was brondened / 

Mr. Les. Well. as TP told you, the directors of this company told 
me they were very nineh concerned about the Gorman: American rela- 
tions and the criticisms that are being made here, They asked me 
to advise them as to what eould be done to improve those relations 
and to do so continnously, And Tmade an arrangement to do that. 

The Cratraas, What was the arrangement ?

The Coamman, That is, with the American LG. 4 

Mr, Len. No. 

The Ciramaan, Tam referring to the American LG. now, 

Mr, Lun, Oh, yes. You mean what does that pay med 

The Cuairman, Yes, 

Mr, Lun. $4,000. 

The Cuamman, That is the same as they paid you before, in 
years gone by?

Mr. Lee. Yes, sir. 

- "Phe Cramman., And that is a matter of record; it is in’ your 
records? 

Mr. Len. Yes, sir, 

The Cuairman. At no time prior to last year did this relationship 
exist with the German corporation? 

Mr. Les. Correct. Perhaps it might save your time and illumi- 
nate your mind, Mr, Chairman, if T would indicate something to you 
of the nature of that advice. 

The Cirirsman, I think we would be glad to hear it. 

Mr, Les. Lawyers sometimes say witnesses should not anticipate 
questions, 

The Cramman. This is not a trial, 

Mr. Les. Of course, T would like to help you. 

The Cuainman, That is why I am trying to ask questions in 2 
manner so that you would not constrte this as a cross examination. 

Mr, Lee. IT am very anxious to cooperate with vou, because 1 
realize the delicacy of this situation and have realized it all the 
time. 

I have often discussed with German officials, friends of mine, 
German relationships with the United States. I have been very 
mutch interested in Germany for a great many years. Chancellor 
Cuno was a great friend of mine, the former head of the Hamburg- 
American Line. My German friends have often, long before the 
Hitler regime, discussed with me the problem of how to get Germany 
better understood in the United States; and the German problem. 
T have told them repeatedly—and that advice has been intensively 
given in connection with this particular matter—in the first place 
that. the dissemination of, the organization of German propaganda 
in the United States was just a mistake and futile; they could not 
accomplish anything that way; and the only way to get Germany 
understood in the United States was for responsible people in Ger- 
many to make authoritative utterances which would receive publicity 
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in the normal way. That complete reliance should be placed upon 
that process, ‘That the only value that anybody in this country 
cot be to them really was to advise them as to how the American 
people were reacting to what is happening in Germany and as to 
whit should be done and possibly what should be said to clarify the 
German attitude in a manner that would be more intelligible to the 
people in this country, 

Since this new arrangement lias been made, there have been 
several points that T have urged upon these gentlemen over and over 
again, 

In the first place, I have told them that they could never in the 
world get the American people reconciled to their treatment of the 
Jews: that that was just foreign to the American mentality and 
could never be justified in the American public opinion, and there 
Was no use trying. 

In the second place, anything that savored of Nazi propaganda 
in this country was a mistake and ought not to be tindertaken, Our 
pape remand it as meddling with American affairs; and it was 
nid business, 

That the only way really to get Germany understood with any 
aceuracy—-and it might not even then be in a manner that would 
secure Amorionn sympathy, but would at least be productive of ac- 
eurmey--would be if they would establish closer altionehiye more 
withoritative relationships with the American press correspondents 
located in¢-Germanys; and that in addition to that, they should see 
(o it that the authoritative utterances of responsible Germans inter- 
preting German poliey should be given the widest possible publicity 
in Germany with the American correspondents, and in cases of very 
significant documents, that they should distribute them in this coun- 
try, from Germany, always over an authoritative statement as to 
where it came from. 

That, in general, has been the nature of my advice. 

The Crarmaan. When yoit were over there T suppose the question 
of propaganda was discussed, 

Mr. Len, Yes, 

The Cramaan, And that was your advice to them? 

Mr. Len. Yes, sir. 

The Cirtirman. You directly advised them against the use of 
propaganda ? 

Mr. Les, In this country? 

The Cratrman. Yes, 

Mr. Len. Yos, or any stimulation of Nazi activities in this conntry. 

The Caarmax. When did you give them that advice, Mr. Lee? 

Mr. Lee, Well, [ have given it repeatedly. But To was there in 
the Inst week in January and it was following various nianifestations 
of Nazi propaganda that had been made in this country, 1 pro- 
tested against it, said it was very bad business, and T did not know 
who was responsible for it, how it} was being done or stimulated, 
but that it was very evident it was being stimulated some way, and 
that it was very bad for German interests. 

The Chairman. With whom did you talk in January when you 
were there ? 
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Mr. Lee, T first talked. of course, with my friends in the LG, 
They all sympathized with my advice and they asked me if E would 
repent that advice to different officers in the government. — 

So. Dr, Tener introduced me to various ministers, He went 
with me to see Goebbels. the minister of propaganda; Von Pappen, 
the vice chancellor; Von Wevrath, the foreign minister; Schmidt, 
the minister of economics, I think those were the only peo; © of 
any importance that [contacted in the Government. Tomay ave 
met some of the underlings, 

And T made that speech to everyone, 

The Coamaan, And you made that because you felt that propa. 
ganda was being disseminated here ¢ 

Mr. Lee. I assumed that it must be, 

The Crraman. At any time did they undertake to send, or was 
any propaganda sent to your firm which you refused to accept? 

fr. Len No, sir, PE have never had any. because Thad) taken 
the position long ago that FE would not: disseminate anything, any 
documents, however innocuous, 

The Cham«as. The German EG.—sou opened an account with 
them on your books under their name, did you?

Rev. Gross, FE did not show these le(lers, beeattse the letters were 
renlly—he does not know German and the letters were in German, 
and the certain letter came later, 

Mr, TLarpwiek. Lots of people in this country know Germain, 

Rey, Gross, He did not, 

Mr. Harpwies, Do you not remember on one occasion vou did 
exhibit a letter showing the Germat embassy stationery to. the 
printer? | 

Rev, Gross. Yess L did once. TY you will permit me. 1 will tell 
you without questioning the whole story. 

Me. Harpwick, All right, stippose vou do that, | 

Rev. Gross, Well, when T started to print this book and went to 
seo that the animosity between the Jews and Titer or the Germans 
heeume so evident and so strong—T always ttsed to be a friend. 1 
mean, a good friend to the Jews, and would do nothing that would 
hari the good feeling between Germany and America and between 
the Jews and, say. the Gentiles, So TP wrote to the embassy about 
my plan. that I would write to give out a book in which these 
questions wotld be discussed. T got a letter then, that‘was a letter 
from the secretary of the German entbassy, that the ambassador ix 
on his way to Germany. Tn his absence they cannot go into any 
question of it at all. 

Mr. Harpwier. That was the first letter? 

Rey. Gross. That was the first letters ves, 

Mr. Harpwien. Did they ever change tliat? 
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Rev, Gross, At the same tine T started to write some niticles, 
expecially on commminisne and Faseism under the Gtle which is here, 
that was printed in some papers, and niade myself ready; and I 
started then the book, When it was ready, printed, T approached 
the consul, or Tanean the embassy, again, whether they ennnot help 
me by some miterial in which TP can bring properly these questions 
out. And then FP got a letter from him in which he says that they 
furnish me this, “Communism in Germany.” 

Mr, Hanpwiek, Have you those letters with you? 

Rev. Gross, ‘They have been stolen from me. 

Mr. Harpwick, ‘The letters have been stolen from you? 

Rev. Gross, Yes, sit. 

Mr, Harpwick, All three of them? 

Roy, Gross. All, yes: they have been stolen—if you will permit 
me to tell how it happened ¢ 

Mr. Hanrpwie, Yes, 

Rev. Gross. On March 28, 2 men, 2 big husky mien, came into 
my residence—not where [lives T live in the reareand in the front 
is the house also. To was just in the front house, and two men came 
in, and when they came in they started at once to say that * We are 
from the Seeret Service, We came to get vour files and every letter 
of what you have in connection with Nazi activities” So T told 
them, * Will you please give me your eredentials or search warrant 
of this kind¢@ They at onee—one said to the other one, lock him 
up, Lock him up and take him to headquarters,” Then the other 
man with him had dike out handcuffs. 

Mr. Harpwicx, When did that occtr! 

Rev, Gross, Handcuffs. 

Mr. Harpwick., When was that? 

Rey, Gross. On March 23. afternoon, 8) pt 

Mr. Harpwick. March 23% 

Rey. Gross. IT said." 1 want to get in connection with my lawyer” 
“Take him to headquarters.” There was a lady in the hotse also. 
She said, © Well, that is not his residence, that is my residence, — I 
don't want that you do this action.” They said.“ We lock you also 
up.” ‘Then, “all right” Tsay,“ why don’t you show your search 
warrant or credentinl? * He take out a badge and showed it at a 
little distunee, where IT saw some badge, but I could not recognize 
what it is.

Mr. Harpwick. They said what?

Mr. Harpwiek. You thought that they ought to do it? 

Rey, Gross, That is my personal opinion, 

Mr, Harnwick. Did you think that they had agreed to assist in 
the finaneing of this printing?

But E got no help. not even from the so-called “ Friends 
of Now Germany ™ or from the Nazis, A few copies were sold per- 
sonally in the North Gernian Lloyd. and they entirely refused, 

Mr. Harpwick. Did you have any negotiations with the German 
consul in New York about this? 
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Rev, Gross, Well, when it eame so on this—L mean, there was 
nlrendy much passion and animosity in this country on account of 
the Jewish question-~T went over there to the German consul ‘Then 
Tinet Dr. Julius Schwartz. 

May Hanowrex, Was he the German consul ¢ 

Rev, Gross. He was at (hat time the Gernum consul, 

Mr. Harpwick. Did vote submit (o hint any request for wid? 

Rev, Gross. T told hin P would like to disctiss something concern. 
ing the racial diffieulty or trouble what is between Cerinany and 
Americn, He told me that he is so busy that he cannot. TE hiad no 
idea about the time that it might require or something: he showed 
me one room, one of the officers there whose name TP do not knew, and 
told me to go talk to him. So Pf was talking to hith. 

Mr. Harpwiek, Did the German consul in New York or any of 
his stuff agree to aid in this undertaking’ 

Rev. Gross, PE was sent over there to Dr. Mavala,

Rev, Gross, Then it. came that Dr. Julits Schwartz was recalled, 
and then later on came Dr. Otto Kiep. When the ambassador was 
ubsent, T went over there to Dr. Otto Kiep, and LE was talking to him 
about these things and saying that I would like to devote my. time-to 
this work, publishing a book, and so on. but I do not have the 
finaneial means, So Teame a few times in. He always said—well, he 
(old me.’ T could not get any financial means or aid from Germany. 
That is impossible. We are short of money. and our instruction is 
cndirely against. any kind of propaganda.” Lo went ina few times 
and then he said, * On account that you are strugeling here, 1 got 
wt private person who is willing to help you and give vou $800. That 
is all what vou can expect, I think.” 

Mr. Harpwick, Did he tell you who this private person was? 

Rey, Gross. Nos he cid not, 

Mr. Harpwiex. Did not call any names or give any address ? 

Rev, Gross, No. "Phen he say that I shall not expect from any- 
hody—If T expect financial aid from institutions like North German 
Lloyd, and so on.’ You will be wrong.” or * You will be disap- 
pointed.” because the policy of the country ix to keep out of propa- 
ganda, He gave me then the $800, 

Mr. Harpwick. He gave you $3800! 

Rey. Gross. $800, six $50 denominations, 

Mr. Harpwick. Six $50 bills? 
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Rey, Gross, Yes, 

Mr, Dicksrmix., Who gave that to vou! 

Rev. Gross, Dr. Otto Kiep.

STATEMENT OF BURNHAM CARTER 


(Mr. Barnham Carter was duly sworn and testified as follows :) 

The Cramaanx. What is vour name and address / 

Mr. Carrer. Burtiham Carter, 813° East: Eighteenth Street, New 
York, | 

The Coamaax. You are connected with the firm of Ivy Lee and 
T. J. Ross? 

Mr. Carrer. That is right. 

The Cuatrman, In what capacity? 

Mr. Carrer. Tam oa partner, 
The Craimman. Coming right down to the point, you are ac- 
quainted with the account—we will call it the German dye trust. 

Mr. Carrer. I. G. Farbenindustrie, 

The Cnaiman, Yes. In connection with that matter, have vou 
done any work for the client? 

Mr. Carrer. Yes, 
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The Ciamaax, What kind of work have yott done ? i 

Mr. Carter, We were asked by the client to advise them convern- 

ing Ameren opinion about Germany, about the policies of the Na- 
tional Soclalist Government in Gerniny. and the new Reich. Tn 
xo doing, FE imight say that our clients seemed to be a little surprised 
at the exciteniont created in’ this country by some of Germimny's 
policies, Our first step in-giving them this information about Amer- 
lean opinion was fo prepare for thei a menmorandiin on the Amer: 
iean mind, indicating what inflvences had shaped the mind and 
ointing out that from the first settler to the last immigrant here 
md been nv feeling on the part of those who came to this country that 
it was a land of equal opportunity for ally that freedom of speech, 
religious tolerance, freedom of the press, the right to elect one’s own 
government, were cardinal principles in the American philosophy. 

The Cramoaian, Tt would not be necessary to advise theme much 
on that. would it? 

Mr. Carrer, As a omatter of fact. P think itis. T think it was, 
Tacit that it is surprising. but L think it was. 

The Ciama asx, Do vou mean to say that they did not know that / 

Ma. Carrer. To think that thea khowledge of it} is much more 
limited than people believe. T think that the knowledge that Ger- 
many has ind of foreign affairs lias always been much less aecurate 
und extensive than people believe, for years and years, 

However, that was the baeckeround. and against that background 
we pointed cut that American opitiion was strongly opposed to cer: 
tain German policies, and we entimerated them, particnhiuly—well, 
I think three in partictdar: The treatment of the Jews, interference 
with the Catholic and Protestant churches, restrictions on the right 
of free speech. and a free press, 

The Croumaas, Have you prepared any data for your clients? 

Mr. Carrer. En what? 

The Crain, Have you in the past prepared any data for vorr 
clients / 

Mr. Carter, Well. our relationship with the client began in 1929, 
At that time T left Ivy Lee's to go to Cuba as secretary to Ambuas- 
sador Parry Ef. Gugenheim, and hail not connection with the office. 
T did not return to Ivy Lee's office until the middle of 1933, So I 
an not familiar with the details of the work that went on with the 
1, G. Farbenindustrie before the middle of list year. 

The Cramaanx. Was there an iesociation since the middle of last 
vear with the same company ? 

Mr. Carrer. Yes, 

The Crnimaran, In whit way / 

Mr, Carrer. [think about the same sort of an association we have 
had with other corporations, We prepared for them a booklet on 
the company. what it did. what it made, its plant. That was. J 
think. published in German. and published in English also. an lus. 
trated booklet. ; 

The Cuamsman, Was your client the American company or the 
German company, prior to 1933? 

Mr. Carrer. Tt was the 1. G. Farbenindustrie, but Tam awfully 
hazy on that. 

The Cuamman, ‘The German Government has complete control of 
business at the present. time, as I understand it: is that so? 
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Mr, Carrer, Certainly a very extensive control of business: prac- 
tically complete, 

The Ctiamm an, So that a contract with any Germany company, 
particularly one like this, is one that undoubtedly is entered into 
with the knowledge and consent and approval of the present Ger- 
nan Government ¢ 

Mr, Carrer. TE should doubt that, I do not think the German 
Government goes so fay, for exumple, as to dictate where goods of 
a company should be sold, and Tdoubt if they yo so faras to dictate 
what advertising agency they should employ, or what publicity 
counsel they should seek, J think their regulations are concerned 
largely with employment. through the employees conneils, whieh 
are directly connected with the state, 

The Cratrman, Have vou prepared anything for your client as a 
result of the contractual relationship that exists? 

Mr. Carver. or the TG. Farbenindustrie--oh, yes, a great many 
times, 

The Cusmaan, And you have copies of what you have prepared ? 

Mr, Carrer, Not with me, 

The Cramaan, TE niean in the office, 

Mr, Carrer. Yes, 

The Cuarmman, And they are available to the committee or any 
member thereof or any representative of the committee ¢ 

Mr. Carrer. Any time you want (o see them, 

The Craiman, Did you prepare one on the arms question? 

Mr, Carrer, Yes, A great many memoranda were sent to Ger- 
many on the topics that were of particular interest and caused) par- 
ticular comment in American newspapers and magazines, ‘The ama- 
ment question was one of them, 

The Chama an, ‘Phe armament question ? 

Mr. Carrer. The armament. question, or more specifienlly the 
charge was frequently made here that Germany was pursuing a 
militaristic policy, that the Stomn Troopers were in effect part of the 
Army, and so on, 

Mr. Diexsrein, In the United States? 

Mr. Carrer. These comments were made in the United States. 

Mr. Dicxsrem. That the troopers were concerning themselves 
with the dissemination of propagaida in the United States? 

Mr. Carter. We reported the charges of propagandiy ves. 

Mr. Dicksrems, That is what T mean, that there is propaganda in 
this country, and that the Storm: Troopers are organized in this 
country; and you were objecting to that, as T understand: it? 

Mr. Carrer. No: T do not personally know of any official propa- 
ganda going on in the United States on the part of the Gernian 
Government. Insofar as the things that we advised our client, under 
no circumstances, from the standpoint of American opinion, would 
it have been advisable for the German Government to undertake 
propaganda in this country to convert Americans to the Nazi move- 
ment, 

The Cuatmaan, Why should you advise them ? 

Mr. Carrer. Because they asked us in regard to these changes, 

The Cuamman, Who asked you? 


Mr. Carrer. Our client. the I. G. Farben Industrie. 
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The Cramaan. And they asked you with reference to the Gera 
Government participating in propaganda ¢ 

Mr, Carrer. They asked us li there was so much talk in this 
country against Nazi propaganda and so many allegations made of 
Nazi propaganda, We pointed out that from the American view- 
yolnt it was extremely unfortunate for any cotntey to attempt: to 
nunch aw campaign of propaganda within this eountry, 

The Cramaan, Whieh is very sound advice to give. FE think, 

Mr. Carrer, Tam sire of it. 

The Cirsuanix, Why would this private company in Germany, 
even under existing conditions in’ Germany. be interested ine the 
armaniont question 4 

Mr, Carrer, Well, Edo not think they are interested in the arnia- 
ment question any more than they are interested in any question in 
regard) to Germany that is being disctissed in the United Stites, 
Our job for them was to report on American opinion, and one of the 
things affecting American opinion was this feeling that there were 
militaristic Ceudencies in Germuny, 

The Crauanas. Phe purpose of that was so that those in au- 
thority in Germany scanil inderstand the American viewpoint and 
to assist them in taking the proper position and in making the proper 
statements: Is that correct / 

Mr, Carrer. Well. TE strppose that was the tdtimate purpose, TP do 
hot know, We had no direct dealings with any German oicittls ani 
never have had. Phe company. as you know, the E.G. Farben 
Industrie. is a very large corporation. T think it is reasonable that 
they could be interested in Germany's standing in other countries and 
in stimttlating. as faroas possible, a feeling of good will toward 
Germany, 

The Canaan, Do will not pursne that question further, becatise 
those questions were asked of Mr. Lee and he would be in a better 
position to answer than vourself, 

There is one thing among others—one thing especially—I would 
like to have explained. if possible. 

The Swiss LG. account, which had $4,500 placed to its credit—is 
that right? 

Mr. Carrer, Yes. 

The Coatmaan, That was received in cash and later $14.450 was 
received in cash, 

Mr, Carrer, You mean received by our office? 

The Cirsrrman, Yes. Both amounts were received as cash. They 
seem to be the only amounts that were received in cash. Those were 
first deposited in Mr, Lee's personal aecoint. The $4500 was never 
deposited in his personal accottnt, so the books show, but was paid 
direct toa broker, Anderson Bloch & Co. That $4.500 item does not 
show anywhere except on the ledger of the firm, But it does not 
show among the fees in the book which has Mr. Ivy Lee's personal 
accotmt, Can you account for that? 

Mr. Cantar, T never heard of it before this moment. IT simply 
don't know, TL have not heard either of those two amounts met- 
tioned. Tam not familiar with any of the financial arrangements, 
with any client, [ do know that the Swiss LG. was and is con- 
nected with the LG. Farben Industrie. 
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The Cuanaiasx, Todo not think Po want to prrsie that. beeuse I 
realize your position, Ll thonght perhaps offhand you might be able 
to make an explanation, Bat TP would rather you do not (ry if you 
know the frets, 1 orealize, if Po were in vour position, £ wottld only 
be speculiting, We could have asked Mr. Lee but we did not have 
the specific information at the time Mr, Lee was here, 

Nowe what other suggestions besides Chose on armament do you 
remember you forwarded to your client 

Mr. Carrer, Well, there were a number of stizgestions or sub- 
jects on whieh we advised them. beeatise, as E sayy it covered whut. 
ever was being written about Germany in American newspapers and 
magazines, There were principally. T would say. 5 or 6 topies, 

The Crvuanas, What were they / 

Mr. Cantet. ‘Treatment of the Jews: the Gemin attitude toward 
labor: restriction of speceh and the press, 

The Cramaas, ‘Treatment of the chureh. as 1 remember, 

Mi. Carrer. Yos: treatment of the chureh, Protestant and Catho- 
Hie churches: militarism: in Germany: accusations of foreign propa- 
wanda abroad. TE think those are the main topies, 

The Crosmeaax, And whatever vou prepared is available? 

Mir. Carrer. That is correct, Or memoranda were at all times. 
Po might say. frank. and frequently vigorous, Tomean. we had no 
hesitaney in saying that such and suey a policy was wholly repug- 
nant to the Amerienn theory of life. ‘That von will see fron the 
Inemornnda, 

The Cinsimaan, Anything on the debt question ? 

Mr. Carrer. Yes: from time to time Tisenssion of the debts, but 
hot so much. These memoranda were in the ferm of summaries 
and analyses of reports that appeared in papers, miawagines, or 
speeches in this country. 

The Cuamaax, Did you send anything over there that eotld be 
reprinted there and sent abroad for distribition ? 

Mr, Carrer, No, We gave them suggestions as to what sort of 
statements of policy the German Government might issue, prined- 
pally the foreign correspondents in Berlin, We pointed out. that it 
was the practice of the United States Government here to issue re- 
ports from time to time from the various departments on economic 
conditions, 

The Crimaax, So that through them you were sending sugees- 
tions or advice as to the German Government ? 

Mr, Carrer, We sent these suggestions to this companys ves, 

The Ciamman. T beg your pardon? 

Mr. Carrer, Yes. As oa specific illustration, on the question of 
armament, we reviewed a number of articles that have appeared on 
war in this country, and on munition makers, and so forth. And 
we said that misunderstanding in regard to Germany's position on 
armament world last just as long as ignommnee of that position 
lasted; and the only way to correct. or to explain Germany's trte 
attitude toward armament and peace would be to give the exact fig- 
ures in regard to Germany’s munitions and Germany's armament. 
and release them to the press in detail, which I do ‘not think has 
been done by any country on earth, 
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The Charman. Ts there any other concem in any other countey 
that your firm has a similar continetial relationship with, that you 
know off 

Mr, Carrer, No, 

The Cromaax, And there is none that you had prior to this, so 
far as you know / 

Mr. Carrer, Noy not as far as 7 know, 

The Cramaanx, Have you noticed whether or not any of your 
suggestions have been adopted ¢ 

Mr. Canter. Well, it is diffleult to say, because as far as we know 
the suggestions go to the LG. Farben Industrie, and that is all. 
Personally T think they have been of some effect. [ think there 
has been a moderation of some of Germany's policies and 1 think 
that we may have helped toward that end, donot know definitely, 

The Citammanx, So that for all practical purposes there is a con- 
scious state of mind on your part in sending this advice over there, 
that you are ina sense indirectly, at least. advising the present. Ger- 
nin Government ¢ 

Mr, Carrer. T think that is a fair statement; yes, 

Mr. Diekstem. Mr, Carter. you were, as a matter of facet, in 
charge of this German transaction, the German account, were you 
note. | 

Mr, Carrer, Yes: under Mr, Lee, 

Mr. Dicksters, You were handifng particularly the German ae- 
count ? 

Mr. Carren, And other accounts in the office, | 

Mr. Dickxsrery, Since these accounts were being handled, all of 
the matter pertaining to your client in Germany was approved by 
you before it went out! 

Mr. Carrer, With very few exceptions. Occasionally Ma Lee 
night have done something that I ‘lid not see,

Mr. Dicksrer, Will you submit that to the conimittee? 

Mr. Carrer. Yes: with pleasure. 

Mr, Dicksters. Have you also given an opinion advising them to

How can your firm afford, on an account that pays a total of

Mr. Harpwick. You do not know. Ordinarily you do not do busi- 
ness that way, do you, or do you know about that 4 

Mr. Carrer, Well, no firm could pay out more than it receives, 

Mr. Harpwick, That is common sense. 

Mr. Carrer, Not. for very long, anyway. 

Mr. Hanrpwicx, I expect that is rather a hard question to answer,

The Cuamman, That is all, My, Carter, thank you.
